The report, according to the psy­ 
chiatrist, does not deviate from the 
opinion he expressed Sunday, fol­ 
lowing an examination of Shinsky 
who killed Mrs. Mummey to break a 
seven-year “spell,” that the youth 
was suffering from a form of insan­ 
ity.Asserting that Shinsky has acted 
perfectly normal, William Watson, 
warden of the prison, has declared

OVEMENT started in city council yesterday, seeking to have 


the government convert to the city of New Castle the 
post office building on North Mercer street, which is to be va­

It is the further idea of the federal government that those retained 
should be those who were on relief rolls with some exceptions of skilled 
labor, etc. 
This is another phase of the situation that is rather unbal­ 
anced. 
Many who are employed on the CWA had managed to take 
care of themselves during the depression but were more worthy, of aid 
than a large number of those who were quick to seek relief from the state 
and nation. 
Certain it is that the reduction being ordered in the CWA force is 
not supported by logic. 
There is as much reason for continuing the 
work relief program in most localities, as there was last November. The 
wholesale dropping of employes is not justified because of any great 
change in conditions.

THE LAW AND THE McCLURE CASE 
Public resentment over the legal technicalities which have permitted 
Senator John J. McClure and fifty-eight others convicted in the Dela­ 
ware county rum-ring conspiracy to go free is understandable. 
It was obvious even to a layman that whep repeal came those under 
trial for violating the Prohibition law would be discharged. But the tes­ 
timony in the McClure case and the clearness with which the ramifica­ 
tions of vice protection in Delaware county were set forth, say* the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, caused many good citizens to hope that some way 
would be found to punish the principals. 
The case has been remanded to the District Court by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, with a direction to vacate “those parts of their judgments 
which sentenced the named defendants and to dismiss the indictments as 
to them and to discharge them, respectively.” 
That is the law of it. 
But justice is another matter. 
Public sentiment demands some other 
legal methods be sought to punish these defendants. 
How to do this is a matter for the Federal authorities who made out 
such a convincing case in the liquor conspiracy. 
The understanding is 
that some of the defendants can be prosecuted for failure to comply with 
the Income Tax law. 
That was the method taken to bring A1 Capone to 
justice, amid the applause of the Nation, and if it be possible to follow a 
similar course with’the Delaware county culprits it should be done. 


TRIBUTE TO OUR SCHOOLS 
So often are American schools compared unfavorably with those of 
Europe, it comes as p refreshing change to see the opposite view taken. 
When the one making this comparison is the eminent scientist, Pro­ 
fessor Einstein more than ordinary interest and importance attach to it. 
Dr. Einstein thinks American schools have at least one distinct ad­ 
vantage over the schools of Europe. 
The initiative and independence of 
pupils are preserved more successfully here, he says, and this, in 
his 
opinion, should be one of the chief purposes of schools. 
“What one must demand from the school in the first place,” he ex­ 
plains, “is something negative. 
It should not suppress in the young a 
feeling of independence a joy of living, a personal initiative an^T the urge 
for knowledge. 
“This most’important demand the schools of the United States fill in 
most satisfactory manner, in contrast to the schools of the greater part 
of Europe.” 
American schools recently have come in for much criticism. 
Some of 
this no doubt they deserve, but not all of it. 
The tribute paid them by Dr. Einstein should serve to direct attention 
to their better side. 


ADVICE IS CHEAP 
Do you criticize in a helpful or in 
a fault-finding spirit? 
Every sensible person welcomes 
beneficial criticism but becomes an­ 
tagonistic to the sort suggested by a 
wrong impulse. 
Too often, those who make com­ 
plaints are not in a position to ex­ 
ercise good judgment in the matters 
of which they complain. 
It is not often that practical or 
workable ideas are advanced by the 
person who is not well versed in the 
matters upon which he offers sug­ 
gestions. 
It is easy to think that you could 
do the other fellow’s job better. 
But in general, when you suggest 
a procedure for something of which 
you have little or no knowledge, 
your ideas are impractical. 
You may think otherwise because 
you do not know the relative con­ 
nection between the matter criti­ 
cized and the 
other 
co-operative 
units. 
From your own standpoint you 
may be right. 
But from the broader view of one 
who knows, it can’t be worked that 
way. 
Hie world is full of fellows who 
give free advice. 
It is worth just what they ask for 
it—nothing. 
Know what you are talking about 
before you shower the world with 
advice. 
Try following some of the advice 
you give others.

which would produce electricity 
worth $100,000,000 over the period of 
amortization of the public project."

nothing either to New York or the 
[Jnited States government for use of 
the power.

FRONTIERS ARE 
BEING WATCHED

PARIS, Mar 28.—A l a r m e d by 
Communist and Nationalist appeals 
to arms, the ministry of justice to­ 
day declared war on clandestine 
arms in an effort to prevent the out­ 
break of a civil war in France. 
The sale of guns of all character, 
bombs and gas bombs was forbidden 
by government edict. 
Secret service men even adopted 
a plan of surveillance of the great 
Creusot arms manufacturing region, 
centering about Lyons, fearing guns 
manufactured there might be .secret­ 
ly placed in the hands of either the 
Communist or reactionary Nation­ 
alist organizations. 
The frontiers also are being care­ 
fully watched. It is suspected par­ 
ticularly that several motorloads of 
arms have been slipped through the 
Belgian border in the vicinity of 
Liege. 
Communists and Nationalists are 
proceeding with * their agitations, 
threatening to provoke serious trou­ 
ble at any moment. They are con­ 
centrating in there provinces where 
a situation is developing similar to 
that in Italy shortly before the days 
of Fascism when Communists and 
Fascists fought bitterly and pre* 
pared the way for Mussolinism.

In the answer filed it is set forth 
that the bridge is not a part of 
the state highway system, and that 
it is under the control of local au­ 
thorities. 
It is set forth that the 
county commissioners had erected 
an obstruction which was danger­ 
ous to travel and during the month 
of February, when it was icy, sev­ 
eral accidents had occurred. 
It is contended that the 
mayor 
acted to protect the public in clos­ 
ing the bridge and posting notices of 
a detour. 
Finally it is contended 
that the business of the Shenango 
Motor Company and the Max Lud­ 
wig Company during the previous 
year did not justify the claims for

PARIS, Mar. 28.—Alarmed by 


Communist and Nationalist appeals 
to arms, the ministry of justice to- 
day declared war on clandestine 
arms in an effort to prevent the out- 
break of a civil war in France. 


The sale of guns of all character, 


bombs and gas bombs was forbidden 
by government edict. 


Secret service men even adopted 


a plan of surveillance of the great 
Crcusot arms manufacturing region, 
centering about Lyons, fearing guns 
manufactured there might be .secret- 
ly placed in the hands of either the 
Communist or reactionary Nation- 
alist organizations. 
The frontiers also are being care- 


fully watched. It is suspected par- 
ticularly that several rootorloads of 
arms have been slipped through the 
Belgian border In the vicinity of 
Liege. 


Communists and Nationalists are 


proceeding with «their agitations, 
threatening to provoke serious trou- 
ble at any moment. They are con- 
centrating In there provinces where 
a situation Is developing similar to 
that In Italy shortly before the days 
of Fascism when Communists and 
Fascists fought bitterly and pre' 
pared the way for Mussolinlsm.

The new arrangement, if adopted, 


would require the PWA to advance 
only the money necessary for out- 
right grants, usually 30 percent of 
the total-cost-of •' labor ..and material 
involved in a project. The remain- 
ing 70 percent would be negotiated 
through the JEtPC, thus enabling the 
public worle to treble the use ofits 
available funds, according to Secre- 
tory of Interior Ickes. The sugges- 
tion was made first at White House 
conference attended by Ickes, Jesse 
E. Jones, head of the RFC and 
Hairy L'.JSopkins; relief administra- 
tor.

Work Progresses 
On Addition At 
Grasselli Plant 


Due to the unusual weather of 


the past month, the improvements 
at the plant of the Grasselli Chemi- 
cal Company have not .progressed 
quite as fast as it was-anticipated, 
but win.probably be completed by 
the end of April, according to Hen- 
ry Rappold, manager.

NEW PLAN WILL 
MEET APPROVAL 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, Mar. 28.—Plans 
by which the public works adm in­ 
istration hopes to provide for up­ 
wards of $1,500,000,000 of new pro­ 
jects, now delayed for lack of funds, 
were being prepared today. 
The proposal calls for the RFC to 
advance money against municipal 
securities, where a project requires 
both a loan and a grant, from fed­ 
eral funds. The PWA now negoti­ 
ates both, accepting municipal and 
state obligations as security. 
The new arrangement, if adopted, 
would require the PWA to advance 
only the money necessary for out­ 
right grants, usually 30 percent of 
the total cost of labor and m aterial 
involved in a project. The rem ain­ 
ing 70 percent would be negotiated 
through the RFC, thus enabling the 
public work to treble the use of its 
available funds, according to Secre­ 
tary of Interior Ickes. The sugges­ 
tion was made first at White House 
conference attended by Ickes, Jesse 
H. Jones, head of the RFC and 
Harry L. Hopkins, relief adm inistra­ 
tor. 
At present Ickes has applications 
for financing of projects aggregat­ 
ing more than the original public 
works appropriation which has been 
exhausted for weeks. Meanwhile the 
new applications can only be studied 
and prepared for financing in event 
funds are obtainable.

Work Progresses 
On Addition At 
Grasselli Plant 


Due to the unusual weather of 
the past month, the improvements 
at the plant of the Grasselli Chemi­ 
cal Company have not progressed 
quite as fast as it was anticipated, 
but will probably be completed by 
the end of April, according to Hen­ 
ry Rappold, manager. 
The improvements include a Cot­ 
trell precipitator, a Glover tower 
for the reduction of acid gases, and 
ha dust collector for the prevention 
of sulphur dust escaping into the 
air. Structural steel workers, brick­ 
layers and laborers have been at 
work for the past 60 days when the 
weather permitted, and when the 
improvement is completed the local 
plant will have the most modern 
equipment possible for the reduction 
of ore into sulphuric acid. 
The Glover tower is an interesting 
structure to the layman, the out­ 
side of it being sheeted with lead 
Thousands of pounds of sheet lead 
have been used in the erection, 
while the interior is lined with brick.

NEW PLAN WILL 


MEET APPROVAL

WASHINGTON, Mar. 38.—Plans 


by which the public works admin- 
istration hopes to provide-for up- 
wards of $1,500,000,000 of new pro- 
jects, now delayed for lack of funds, 
were being prepared today. 


The proposal calls f or tb* RFC to 


advance money against municipal 
securities, where a project requires 
both a loan and a grant, from fed- 
eral funds. The PWA nowjnegotl- 
ates both, accepting municipal and 
state obligations as security. 


The new arrangement, if adopted, 


would require the PWA to advance 
only the money necessary for out- 
right grants, usually 30 percent of 
the total cost of labor and material 
involved in a project. The remain- 
ing 70 percent would be negotiated 
through the RFC, thus enabling the 
public work to treble the use of its 
available funds, according to Secre- 
tary of Interior Ickes.: The sugges- 
tion was made first at White House 
conference attended by Ickes, Jesse 
H. Jones, head of the RFC and 
Harry t. Hopkins, relief administra- 
tor. 


At present Ickes has applications 


for financing, of projects aggregat- 
ing more than the original nubile 
works appropriation which has been 
exhausted for weeks. Meanwhile the 
new applications can only be studied 
and prepared for financing In event 
funds are obtainable.

has had much of the responsibility 
involved in this project. The firm 
of Thayer Bros., architects, New 
Castle, Pa., are the designers of 
this structure which is modernistic 
throughout. 
As a m atter of interest, the work 
of demolishing the houses on this 
lot prior to excavation for the new 
building began October 12. 1932, 
while excavation began October 29, 
1932. 
Concrete footings and the 
super-structure of the new building 
were started November 
10, 
1932. 
Construction continued rapidly, as 
has 
been 
published. 
The 
cor­ 
nerstone was laid in August, 1933. 
The building is 95 feet front, 70 
feet deep, 30 feet high and is of 
fireproof construction throughout, 
having a limestone base with para­ 
pet cap and trim. The m ain lobby 
is trimmed with Kasota, Colorosa 
and M ontana Travertine marble. 
Ths lobby floor is terrazzo, laid in 
a very striking desigin in three col­ 
ors, 
and 
represents 
a 
sunburst 
which starts from the main ent­ 
rance. 
The floors throughout the 
building are of maple, oak and wal­ 
nut block wood pattern. The trim 
in the postmaster's office and the 
m ain lobby is of Tennessee black 
walnut. The trim in the workroom 
is of long-leaf pine, stained green, 
while the trim in the basement is 
of birch and white pine. 
For the convenience of the pub­ 
lic five windows have been provided 
for postal business in the 
main 
lobby, one each for the following 
functions; postage stamps, general 
delivery, parcel post, money order 
and postal savings, and registered 
mail. 
The lock boxes in the mail 
lobby will differ from those in the 
present post office in th at they are 
of the key type and not of the 
combination type. 
There are 595 
of these boxes, ranging in size from 
the smallest to the large size drawer 
type. 
Besides the postmaster’s office 
there are rooms provided for the U. 
S. 
civil 
service 
commission, the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and the 
post office inspector. There are two 
vaults having burglar-proof safes. 
The most modern electric light­ 
ing fixtures are used. The heating 
system is known as the Kewannee 
downdraft low pressure steam sys­ 
tem. 
As can be seen from the exterior, 
new sidewalks have been laid and 
a 
wide 
driveway surrounds the 
building leading to both Seventh 
street and Crescent avenue. In the 
rear of the building a spacious load­ 
ing and unloading platform 39 feet 
in length is provided for the h an ­ 
dling of mail.

The 
awakening !of: sbrlng has- its normal 
appeal and- its practical symbolism 
tOsjeyeiy; people. :The; agricultural 
aspect of this holiday .is seen in the 
phrase, ."that it is ;to be. kept to the 
season of the month- of. ripenings," 
when the barley sewn in winter has 
become ripe'and ; when an offering

Egypt, but/also their absolute reli- 
ance upon God .'and .readiness to 
trust in His: leadership; and the bit- 
ter herbs, suggesting vividly the hit- 
ter life of the.Ir forefathers in Egypt. 
These, even rtoday, have not .lost 
their poignant application. ' 
The, other symbols of .the table 


decorations ought ,to be noted; 
namely, the four, cups of wine al- 
lowed to each one:.are reminders of 
the fourfold phrase: in which God 
couched the first "Declaration of In- 
dependence''; and the cup pf wine 
meant lor the. prophet Elijah who, 
always present in spirit, brought ever 
anew the message of undying hope 
of the Messianic reign\of universal 
justice, freedom and peace. 
.The Feast of the Passover has riot 
lost its thrilling'significance to the 
modern Jew.; To those still enslaved 
.in-intolerant lands, it sings of ulti- 
mate redemption, .while to those liv- 
ing under the blessed flag of free- 
dom it teaches the ceaseless lesson 
of,-gratitude, together with an 'ap- 
preciation. of; the higher civic duties 
and responsibilities of constitutiori- 
alliberty.

WASHINGTON, Mar. 28.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt has signed the Vin­ 
son bill, authorizing construction of 
a “treaty strength” navy. He issued 
a coincident statement, however, de­ 
claring the administration policy 
continues to favor limitation of na­ 
val armaments. 
The president expressed the hope 
that the naval conference to be held 
in 1935 would extend existing limi­ 
tations and bring even further re­ 
duction of naval armament. 
The president’s statement care­ 
fully pointed out that the Vinson 
bill does not appropriate for con­ 
struction of a single additional war­ 
ship. He explained that the meas­ 
ure simply authorized a program of 
102 warships and 1,184 airplanes by 
1939. 
The presidential statement de­ 
scribed the bill as simply a state­ 
ment by congress that it approved 
building up of the navy to the 
strength prescribed in the London 
and Washington treaties and not 
beyond this point.

PESACH OR THE FEAST OF 
PASSOVER 
Beginning this year on Friday, 
March 30, and lasting for one week, 
Pesach, the annual Feast of Pass- 
over or of Unleavened Bread, will 
be celebrated in Jewish homes and 
synagogues . This, the oldest feast 
of the Jewish calendar, carries us 
back well nigh 3300 years. 
The 
awakening of spring has its normal 
appeal and its practical symbolism 
to every people. 
The agricultural 
aspect of this holiday is seen in the 
phrase “that it is to be kept in the 
season of the month of ripenings,” 
when the barley sown in winter has 
become ripe and when an offering 
consisting of an omcr (one-half gal­ 
lon) of barley was brought in grati­ 
tude to the Giver of all good. 
The historical significance of the 
festival has over-shadowed its agri­ 
cultural aspect. 
As the Feast of 
Freedom, 
it 
commemorates 
the 
emancipation of Israel from Egyp­ 
tian bondage and its entrance into 
the dignity and destiny of national 
life. It thus marks the birth of the 
Hebrew people and the first com­ 
monwealth. An entire people walk­ 
ed forth as free citizens without a 
drop of blood having been spilt or 
a sword unsheathed. 
The main characteristic of the 
Passover celebration 
has 
always 
been domestic. In the homes the 
and the invited friends 
gather on the first and second eve­ 
nings to recount in song and story 
amid appropriate symbolism the de­ 
liverance of Israel. The main sym­ 
bols of this Seder service we the 
roasted lamb bone remining them 
of the lamb brought as a sacrifice 
in ancient times; second, the Mat- 
zoth or unleavened bread to be eat­ 
en during the whole week, recalling 
not only the hasty preparation with 
which the Israelites hurried out of 
Egypt, but also their absolute reli- j 
ance upon God and readiness to j 
trust in His leadership; and the bit- j 
ter herbs, suggesting vividly the bit- j 
ter life of their forefathers in Egypt, j 
These, even today, have not lost 
their poignant application. 
The other symbols of the tabic 
decorations ought to be noted; j 
namely, the four cups of wine al­ 
lowed to each one are reminders of 
the fourfold phrase in which God' 
couched the first “Declaration of In- j 
dependence”, and the cup of wTine 
meant for the prophet Elijah who, 
always present in spirit, brought ever 
anew the message of undying hope 
of the Messianic reign of universal 
justice, freedom and peace. 
The Feast of the Passover has not 
lost its thrilling significance to the 
modem Jew*. To those still enslaved 
in intolerant lands, it sings of ulti­ 
mate redemption, while to those liv- j 
ing under the blessed flag of free-; 
dom it teaches the ceaseless lesson, 
of gratitude together with an ap- j 
predation of the higher civic duties 
and responsibilities of constitution-!

March 30, and lasting for one week 
Pesach, the annual Feast of Pass 
over or of Unleavened Bread, wil 
be celebrated In Jewish homes and 
synagogues'. This, the oldest feas 
of the Jewish calendar, carries u 
back well nigh 3300 years. 
Th 


awakening of spring has. its norma 
appeal and its practical symbolism 
to every people. The agriculture 
aspect of this holiday is seen in the 
phrase "that it is to be kept in the 
season of the month of ripenings,' 
when the barley sown in winter has 
become ripe and when an offering 
consisting of an omcr (one-half gal- 
lon) of barley was brought in grati- 
tude to the Giver of all good. 


The historical significance of the 


festival has over-shadowed its agri- 
cultural aspect 
As the Feast of 


Freedom, it 
commemorates the 


emancipation of Israel from Egyp- 
tian bondage and its entrance into 
the dignity and destiny of national 
life. It thus marks the birth of the 
Hebrew .people and the flrst com- 
monwealth. An entire people walk- 
ed forth as free citizens without a 
drop of blood having been spilt or 
a sword unsheathed. 


The main characteristic of the 


Passover celebration 
has always 


been domestic. In the homes the 
families and the Invited friends 
gather on the flrst and second eve- 
nings to recount in song and story 
amid appropriate symbolism the de- 
liverance of Israel. The main sym- 
bols of this Seder service are the 
roasted lamb bone remining them 
of the lamb brought as a- sacrifice 
In ancient times; second, the Mat- 
zoth or unleavened bread to be eat- 
en during the whole week, recalling 
not only the hasty preparation with 
which the Israelites hurried out of 
Egypt, but also their absolute reli- 
ance upon God and readiness to 
trust in His leadership; and the bit- 
ter herbs, suggesting vividly the bit- 
ter life of their forefathers In Egypt. 
These, even today, have not lost 
their poignant application. 
" 


The other symbols of the table 


decorations 
ought .to be noted;' 


namely, the four cups of wine al- 
lowed to each one are reminders pf 
the fourfold phrase in which God 
couched the first "Declaration of In- 
dependence", and the cup pf wine 
meant for the.prophet Elijah who, 
always present in spirit, brought ever 
anew the message of undying hope 
of the Messianic reign of universal 
Justice, freedom and peace. 
.The Feast of the Passover has not 
lost its thrilling'significance to the 
modern Jew. To those still enslaved 
in intolerant lands, it sings of ulti- 
mate redemption, while to those liv- 
ing under the blessed flag of free- 
dom it teaches the ceaseless lesson 
of gratitude together with an ap- 
preciation of the higher civic duties 
and responsibilities of constitution- 
al liberty.

' What is the "brain trust," so- 
called. 
The phrase 
originated ' on the 
Roosevelt campaign train in 1932. 
It was coined by the newspaper 
correspondents who were travelling 
with Mr. Roosevelt, and was jocu- 
larly applied to the little group of 
campaign advisers who counselled 
with the, candidate on matters of 
policy and speeches. 
This croup varied from time to 
time, but Prof. Raymond Moley was 
at Mr. Roosevelt's side throughout 
the campaign, and gradually he be- 
came known as the No. 1 "brain 
truster." Moloy always rather 
re- 
sented the term, but he accepted it 
good-naturedly, and usually smiled 
when he heard it. 


Many New Faces 


When the New Deal began to take 
form end shape after the inaugura- 
tion, it brought many new faces in- 
to Washington, many of them draft- 
ed from universities and 
colleges 
for duty requiring some specializa- 
tion. 
Some of them were youthful and 
exuberant, in thorough sympathy 
with the aims and projects of the 
new order. Some of them middle 


j aged and progressively-minded with- 
out being radical. Others were el- 
derly and conservative. 
In the 200-odd professors or edu- 
cators which have drifted in and 
out of the administration 
.family 
during the first year of its existence 
there were all types. Probably, on 
the whole, they represented a fairly 
representative cross-section of col- 
legiate educational thought. 
Gradually the term "brain trust" 
was broadened to include them all, 
and more particularly those entitled 
to the, prefix of professor or doctor. 
Some of them iiave never been in- 
side the White House; others have 
been high in the councils of the ad- 
ministration, like Prof. Moley. 


Closest Advisers 


Two of the president's closest ad- 
visers • on monetary policies have 
been Prof. James H. Rogers 
and 
Prof. George F. Warren, of Yale and 
Cornell, respectively. Their mone- 
tary ideas would not coincide with 
those of still another professor, O. 
W. W. Sprague of Harvard, a thor- 
ough-going conservative, and 
Sprague retired from the field. 
Most of the professors, or so-called 
"brain trusters," have been concen- 
trated in the NRA and the AAA, 
because these are the two pillars of 
the New Deal, and constitute the 
greatest departure from the ortho- 
doxies of previous administrations. 


A canvas of the,,more prominent 
members of the "brain trust" has 
revealed few that could recall hav- 
ing met Dr. Wirt, the Gary (Ind.) 
educator, whose startling 
charges 
have now focused the spotlight on 
the "brain trust." 


Yet Dr. Wirt said that he was in- 


formed by some of the "brain trust- 
ers" here last summer that they 
planned to make Mr. Roosevelt 
merely the "Kerensky of the revol- 
ution" and that eventually he would 
be replaced by "a Stalin," I. .E. a 
dictator.
